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SUB J : SOVIET PROTEST RE WEST BERLIN POLICE CONTROLS ON S-BAHN 

SUMMARY: THE SOVIET EMBASSY IN EAST BERLIN HAS PROTESTED TO 
BRITISH (CHAIRMAN) POLAD ALLIED ORDINANCE PERMITTING WEST 
BERLIN POLICE TO OPERATE WITHIN CERTAIN LIMITS ON WEST 
BERLIN S-BAHN. BRITISH REJECTED SOVIET ALLEGATION THAT 
ALLIED ORDINANCE WAS ILLEGAL AND THAT THE DECISION 
"CHANGED THE SITUATION" IN TERMS OF THE QA. END SUMMARY. 

1 . FIRST SECRETARY TYUTYUNOV CALLED ON BRITISH (CHAIRMAN) 

POLAD GLADSTONE ON JULY 13 TO DELIVER THE FOLLOWING ORAL 
STATEMENT ON BEHALF OF SOVIET AMBASSADOR ABRASIMOV. 

BEGIN TEXT: THE WEST BERLIN PRESS HAS RE- 
PORTED THAT THE MILITARY ADMINISTRAT- 
IONS OF THE THREE POWERS IN WEST BERLIN HAVE PUBLISHED AN ORDINANCE 
PERMITTING THE WEST BERLIN POLICE IN FUTURE TO CARRY OUT CONTROLS 
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ON THE TERRITORY AND IN THE TRAINS OF THE STATE RAILWAYS OF THE 
GDR (QUOTE REICHSBAHN UNQUOTE) AND OF CITY ELECTRIC TRAINS (QUOTE 
S-BAHN UNQUOTE) IN WEST BERLIN. 

IT IS QUITE CLEAR THAT THEIR ORDINANCE IS NOTHING OTHER THAN AN 
ATTEMPT SERIOUSLY TO INTERFERE BY THE WEST BERLIN SIDE IN THE 
RIGHTS AND COMPETENCES OF THE GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC WITH REGARD 
TO COMMUNICATIONS IN WEST BERLIN BELONGING TO IT IN ORDER TO 
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CHANGE THE SITUATION LONG EXISTING IN THIS FIELD. 

THE EMBASSY OF THE USSR IN THE GDR WISHES TO MAKE A STRONG PROTEST 
TO THE MILITARY ADMINISTRATIONS OF THE THREE POWERS AGAINST THE 
ARBITRARY ACTIONS, WHICH ARE, APART FROM OTHER CONSIDERATIONS, A 
DIRECT VIOLATION BY THE THREE POWERS OF THEIR OBLIGATIONS IN THE 
QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT OF 3 SEPTEMBER 1971, WITH REGARD TO THEIR 
RESPECTING THE EXISTING SITUATION AND NOT ALTERING IT UNILATERALLY. 

THE SOVIET EMBASSY NATURALLY CANNOT RECOGNISE THE ORDINANCE OF THE 
MILITARY ADMINISTRATION AS LEGAL AND INSISTS ON ITS IMMEDIATE 
ABROGATION. THE EMBASSY IN THE MOST SERIOUS MANNER POSSIBLE WARNS THE 
WESTERN SIDE ABOUT THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THIS DECISION AND STATES 
THAT ALL RESPONSIBILITY FOR UNLAWFUL ACTIONS ARISING OUT OF IT, IF 
SUCH ACTIONS WILL STILL FOLLOW, WILL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
MILITARY ADMINISTRATIONS OF THE THREE WESTERN POWERS. END TEXT. 

2. IN REPLY, GLADSTONE SAID THAT HE WOULD OF COURSE 
PASS ON THE STATEMENT TO WHICH THERE MIGHT BE A SUBSE- 
QUENT ALLIED REPLY. MEANWHILE, SPEAKING PERSONALLY, 

HE COULD SAY THAT IT WAS WRONG TO SEE THE ALLIED ORDINANCE 
AS AN ATTEMPT TO INFRING THE RIGHTS OF THE REICHSBAHN 
IN WEST BERLIN. THE ALLIES HAD CONSIDERED THE MATTER 
AT GREAT LENGTH AND IN GREAT DETAIL BEFORE AUTHORIZING 
WEST BERLIN POLICE TO OPERATE, WITHIN CERTAIN LIMITS, 

ON THE S-BAHN. THE REASONS WERE PRACTICAL AND ENTIRELY 
CONNECTED WITH THE NEED TO COMBAT ORGANIZED CRIME. IT 
HAD BECOME INCREASINGLY CLEAR OVER THE YEARS THAT FREE 
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USE OF THE S-BAHN HAD ALLOWED CRIMINAL ELEMENTS TO 
ESCAPE FROM THE WESTERN SECTORS INTO EAST BERLIN AND TO 
BRING ILLEGAL MATERIAL FROM EAST BERLIN INTO THE WESTERN 
SECTORS. THE OCCASIONAL PRESENCE OF WEST BERLIN POLICE 
ON THE TRAINS COULD IN NO WAY EFFECT THE OPERATING 
RIGHTS OF THE S-BAHN. FINALLY, GLADSTONE OBSERVED, 

THERE WAS NO DOUBT THAT THE ALLIES HAD EVERY RIGHT 
TO DO WHAT THEY HAD DONE. 
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3. TYUTYUNOV DEFENDED THE GDR RECORD IN FIGHTING 
TERRORISM AND DRUG-TRAFFICKING; HE ARGUED THAT THE RIGHT 
WAY TO FIGHT THESE CRIMES IN WEST BERLIN WAS TO SEEK 

THE COOPERATION OF THE GDR. TYUTYUNOV THOUGHT THE 
ALLIED DECISION HAD NOT BEEN PROPERLY THOUGHT OUT. IF 
REALLY WORRIED ABOUT CRIME IN THE WESTERN SECTORS, THE 
ALLIES SHOULD COMBAT IT IN THEIR OWN SECTORS, NOT 
ENCROACH ON THE TERRITORY OF THE GDR OR ITS TRAINS. 
TYUTYUNOV ASSERTED THAT THE ALLIED DECISION REPRESENTED 
A LIMITATION ON THE OPERATING RIGHTS OF THE REICHSBAHN 
IN THE WESTERN SECTORS. HE STESSED AGAIN HIS AMBASSADOR'S 
REQUEST THAT THE ALLIES RECONSIDER THEIR DECISION. 

4. GLADSTONE REPLIED THAT HE COULD NOT ACCEPT THE IMPLI- 
CATION OF TYUTYUNOV’S REMARKS ABOUT THE ALLIES RESTRICTING 
THEIR ACTIVITIES TO THEIR OWN SECTORS; THE TERRITORY ON 
WHICH THE REICHSBAHN OPERATED DID NOT BELONG TO THE GDR 
AND THE ALLIES HAD NEVER ACCEPTED ANY LIMITATION OF THEIR 
RIGHT TO ENTER UPON THAT TERRITORY WHEN THIS SEEMED 
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NECESSARY, SUCH AS AT THE TIME OF THE LORENZ KIDNAPPING. 

FOR THE SAME REASON, GLADSTONE COULD NOT ACCEPT THE 
SOVIET CHARGE IN THE EXISTING SITUATION IN TERMS 
OF THE QUADRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. 

5. THE BRITISH ARE IN THE PROCESS OF DRAFTING FOR CON- 
SIDERATION A PROPOSED SHORT ALLIED REPLY WHICH WOULD 
REASSERT THE RIGHT OF THE ALLIES, INCLUDING THE RIGHT 
TO ENTER THE TERRITORY IN THEIR SECTORS ON WHICH THE 
REICHSBAHN OPERATED. GEORGE 
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
